This 
SHORT  FORM  may  only  be  used  by 
Candidates  and  Princip^  Campaign 
Committees  who  have  gross  receipts  or 
expenditures  which  do  not  exceed  $50,- 
000  per  election.  The  period  of  public 
comment  will  extend  through  March  22, 
1976.  Comments  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Assistant  Staff  Director  for  Disclo¬ 
sure  and  Compliance,  Federal  Election

ington,  D.C. 20463. 

The  Commission  notes  that  the  1974 
amendments  to  the  Federal  Election 
Campaign  Act  have  occaslwied  signifi¬ 
cant  changes  in  the  form  heretofore 
used.  Every  effort  has  been  mskle  by  the 
Commission  to  keep  the  new  form  sim¬ 
ple  and  comprehensible.  Nonetheless, 
potential  users  should  examine  the  form 
carefully  with  a  view  to  improving  it 
vet  further.  As  has  been  the  case  with 
the  publication  of  earlier  Commission 
proposals,  the  Commission  will  wlecome 
all  comment  and  criticism,  and  will  take 
such  communications  into  consideration 
in  revising  the  form  in  final  edition.
